IS CREATED BY THE U. S. SENATE 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Senate today, without division, adopted a joint 


resolution reported by Mr. Aldrich from the committee on finance, creating a com- 
mission to be called the National Monetary Commission, to be composed at. nine 
senators to be appointed by the presiding officer of/the Senate and nine:represent- 
atives to be appointed by the speaker of the House, to inquire into and report to 
Congress at the earliest date practicable -what changes are-desirable-or-neces- 
sary in the monetary situation of the United States or In the laws relating to 
banking and currency, and for this purpose the commission is authorized to sit 
during sessions'or In the refcess of Congress at such time: and places as they may 
deem desirably.

IN TRAIN WRECK

Wounded Victor in Battle Surrenders Himself to the Police 


ANTWERP, 
May 
21.—The worst 


railroad catastrophe ever recorded in 
Belgium took place near Contich, six 
miles southeast of Antwerp, this morn- 
Ing- 
when, because of a misplaced 


gw-itch, the Antwerp express, running 
fifty miles an hour, crashed into a 
train loaded with pilgrims on a siding 
E\ery car of the pilgrim train, ex- 
cepting the foremost one was tele- 
scoped. The cars were literally ground 
to pieces and practically all the pas- 
•engers were either killed or bauly 
Injured 


Up to 4 o'clock this afternoon thirty- 


eight dead and seventy-nine 
wounded 


had been removed from the wreckage 


The accident la supposed to ha-\ e been 


due to a misplaced switch 
The engineer and the flreman of the 


express train were killed outright. 
Surgeons Rush to Scene. 


Surgeons, doctors and nurses ar- 


rived early from Antwerp at the scene 
of the wreck. Helpless wounded per- 
sons are still pinned under the debris 
and the scene is one of horror beyond 
description 


The collision occurred at 9 06 a m , 


Just as the express from Antwerp to 
Brussels was entering the depot at 
Contich 
The train loaded with pil- 


grims was bound for Turnbout 
The station has been converted into 


a temporary morgue and rapidly filling 
up with the dead and injured

locomotive of the express train Jumped

fcfiger coaches of the train on the 
siding 
This train was carrying an 


excursion of pilgrims to a local shrine 
The signal man at Contich saw that his 
switch was not working just as the Ant- 
werp express came thundering down the 
line 
He leaped from the window of his 
signal station and herolcalH ran down 
the track toward the on-coming train, 
waving a red flag

Mr. Bell's Troubles Begin. 


Theodore Bell hsfe already begun to experience the trials and 


difficulties whkh beset the man who insists upon being- a political 
boss and at the same-time is a various aspirant for office. In Mr. 
Bell's case the difficulty is enhanced by his desire 
te 
be 
the 


trumpeter o£ his own fame and desert and the leading orator on all 
occasions. Light Horse Harry Lee described Washington as being 
first in war, firs'! in peace and first in th? hearts of his countrymen, 
Mr. Bell desires to be first in ever} thing. Knowing his own worth 
and talent better than arybody else, he is quite active in advertising 
the one and displaying the other. Fully aware that he is the wisest 
and most eloquent man in his party, no false modesty prevents him 
from giving the Democracy the ablest leadership at its command 
and the best talk that can be made for the ancient and bedraggled 
organization which has put the label of Jeffersonian Democracy on 
the dreams of Populism and the doctrine of paternalism. 


Mr. Bell aspired to be the boss of his party. He also desired 


ta be a delegate at large to the national convention and be presented 
as California's candidate for the chairmanship o£ the Denver con- 
vention ; also he wished to be designated as.his party's choice for the 
United States Senate. The latter ambition he subordinated—for 
the present—to his more immediate desire to get control of the 
party machinery and be elected a delegate at large and endorsed as 
the State's choice for national chairman. It is understood, however, 
that he intends to reruu his claim to endorsement for the Senator- 
ship in the convention that will assemble at the August primaries. 
In the meantime, he desires to be elected chairman of the California 
delegation and to name the national committeeman. 


There is murmuring at this. All the other Bourbon leaders are 


not martyrs to principle, neither do they subscribe to the theorum 
that one nan should be tne whole show. A few of the old war 
horses cherish the notion that everything in sight should be appro- 
priated by the peerless son of Napa, and they are beginning to 
grumble somewhat loudly at Mr. Bell's unselfish disposition to 
immolate himself on every altar the party has left standing and 
fill every honorary position left at the disposal of the Unterrified. 
Others are inclined to question the justice of Mr. Bell's summary 
expulsion from the party's already thinned ranks of Democrats 
charged with the treason of voting for Republican candidates when 
he himself exalts and places in responsible position near his person 
and inner councils men who bolted the party two years ago and 
supported a. rival candidate for Governor. Such are inclined to 
repeat the historical exclamation of Mayor Taj lor of Alameda, "Oh 
consistences where is thy jewelry?" 


Mr. Bell is now confronted with the task of reconciling his 


party to a very arbitrary and pervading form of benevolent despot- 
ism after he has led a fight to down bossism.. His position is 
analogous to that of Oliver Cromwell, who overthrew the Stuart 
dynasty for some trifling infraction of the prerogatives of the House 
of Commons and then dispersed Parliament with his soldiers and 
made himself the most absolute ruler England has had since the 
first Norman kings. Cromwell said he ruled absolutely because he 
was better than Parliament, or anybody else, and Mr. Bell takes the 
sceptre of absolute dominion because he is honester and more pa- 
triotic than McNab or any other boss. He rules as a good boss to 
prevent the bad bosses from having anything to say. But the role 
he essays is an exceedingly difficult one. 
As a boss he cannot 


hold to his standard men who assisted him to down McNab because 
they are opposed to the domination of any boss, good or bad. By 
appropriating so many high honorary positions and his party's slim 
chance of capturing the Senatorship, he has aroused jealousy and 
provoked resentments among those \vhose chief grievance against 
the Scotch boss was that he did not divide the party honors and 
emoluments in accordance with their ideas of justice. Men of this 
stamp are beginning to point out that McNab was not only an easy 
boss but he made no attempt to grab office or honorary position for 
himself. He divided the spoils among his followers, keeping none 
for himself, and he did not insist upon monopolizing the stage and 
keeping the limelight centered upon himself. 


But Mr. Bell's many-sided genius and his extraordinary virtue 


may enable him to surmount all difficulties and fill all the positions 
of honor' and trust within the gift of his party. Under Providence 
all things are possible, and Mr. Bell seems to be entirely in accord 
with himself and Providence. His rule as a benevolent Caesar may 
long cont'nue, but the longer it continues the smaller his party is 
fikely to become, and when he is old and gray he may in the 
end be found declaiming of the departed glories of 
Jeffersonian 


"Democracy and nominating himself for every office in sight, the 
only man left in the grand old party, contemplating, like Macaulay's 
_Vew Zealander, a magnificent ruin as a solitary survivor in the 
-nidst of universal decay. Then he can croak and sing as the sailor 
in "The Bab Ballads":
